Bill Smith is in his seventh season leading the womenis basketball program and has an 
overall record of 93 wins and 64 losses. 

After guiding the Lady Warriors to five straight winning campaigns and a region champi- 
onship, Smithfs 2010-11 squad slipped to 8-15 and represented the first losing campaign for 
the longtime womenis basketball coach. 

Smithis squads have qualified for post-season competition in five of the past six years, and 
the 2007-08 Lady Warriors captured the Region 23 Tournament and advanced to the NJCAA 
Womenis Basketball Championship en route to a 2-8 record. 

His Lady Warrior teams also advanced to the MACIC State and Region 23 tournaments 
in 2005-06 (17-10), 2006-07 (16-10) and 2008-09 (17-10.) 

Prior to taking over the womenis program, Smith served four years as 
Warrior head basketball coach, amassing an overall 61-66 record. He led the 2002-03 (15- 
12) and 2005-06 (17-10) squads to berths in the MACJC State and Region 23 tournaments. 

Smith came to EC from Neshoba Central High School, where he successfully led the 
girlsi basketball program for 16 years. His teams posted an overall record of 388 wins and 
151 losses, which included a state championship and six division titles. 

He is also a former coach at McKinney (Texas) High School and served as a graduate 
assistant at the University of Southern Mississippi. Bill Smith

received a bacheloris degree in physical education from Delta State University and holds 
masteris degrees in physical education from USM and in education administration from 
Jackson State University.
